A F a ta l A tta c k o f H e a rt D isease—A Suc­ 
cessful B usiness M an. 


S a n 
F r a n c is c o , January 14th. — This 
m orning about 10 o'clock the death of 
W illiam T. G am ut occurred at his resi­ 
dence, No. 403 Sixth street, from heart dis­ 
ease. 
A week ago Sunday night Mr. Gar- 
ratt complained of feeling ill, but nothing 
serious was expected from his illness. At 
the tim e of his death Mr. G arratt was sur­ 
rounded by his family. He was 60 years 
old. 
The deceased was one of San Francisco’s 
most prom inent m en, and has been identi­ 
fied with the city’s growth eince early days. 
He was born in W aterbury, Conn., and 
when a child came with his father to the 
far West. 
W hen 20 years of age he started 
for California, arriving here iu the spring 
of 1850. He worked in the gold mines at 
Nevada City for a short time, but getting 
tired of the work came to this city and en­ 
tered the foundry of G. W. Schultz, and 
was adm itted as a partner after a m onth’s 
trial. 
In 1851 the partnership was dissolved, 
Mr. Schultz retiring and the entire m an­ 
agement of the fouudry passed’ into the 
hands of Mr. Garratt. The same year that 
he became eole owner he was burned out 
and a short tim e afterward commenced 
business on H alleck street, aud was again 
burned out. 
In 1866 he rebuilt at the corner of Market 
aud First streets, and after four years of 
prosperity the foundry went up in smoke 
for the third time. 
The loss sustained by 
Mr. G arratt at this tim e was heavy, but he 
was not to be disjonraged and a lew years 
later erected the present foundry building 
at the corner of Frem ont and Natoma 
streets. 
During his life Mr. G arratt held large in ­ 
terests in m ining property, railroads and 
steamboats, not a few of the latter bearing 
the names of members of his family. 
For 
more than twenty years he has been an act­ 
ive member of the'O dd Fellows and Ma­ 
sons. 
Mr. G arratt was an ex-President of the 
Territorial Pioneers and M anufacturers’ 
Association, and an active, esteemed m em ­ 
ber of tbe Chamber of Commerce. 
In poli­ 
tics tbe deceased was a Republican, and 
represented ibis city and county in the 
Legislature as ¡átate Senator between 1870 
and 1874. 
Mr. G arratt leaves a widow and seven 
children—five girls aud two boys, all of 
whom are grown, except two daughters.

C om m uuicH tion W ith O roville C ut O ff—

N e v a d a C it y , January 14th.—The road 
to Downieville is again closed, this tim e by 
a snow-slide on the m ountain above Good­ 
year Bar, which also carried away the 
W estern Union wire. 
Telegraphic com­ 
m unication was restored to n ig h t, but it 
may take several days to reopen the road. 
Miners obtaining water from the North 
Bloomfield ditch are shut down by an ava­ 
lanche at Canyon creek, carrying away a 
long section of fiume from the m ountain 
side. 
The m ail that should have arrived Sun­ 
day was brought in this afternoon by a 
sleigh from the blockaded narrow gauge 
train, which has been two days coming 
from Colfax, twenty-two miles, and is not 
expected to arrive until late to-morrow. 
All the available men were sent out from 
here to day to assist in removing the snow 
and ice from the track. 


FRESNO I TEALS. 


F ifte e n F e e t o f Snow H as 
F a lle n on

F r e s n o , January 14th.—For m any years 
I)r. Lewis Leach has had entire charge of 
the County Hospital, buying drugs, rail­ 
road tickets, provisions, elc. 
He has been 
in the habit of rendering bills, and the 
Board of Supervisors allowed the same un­ 
questioned, as he is a man whose integrity 
was unimpeached. 
Lately the m atter has 
been agitated by physicians and others, 
and to-duy-the Board fixed his salary at 
8250 per m onth, and decided to advertise 
for bids for medicines and other supplies.

LOS AN G ELES’ FIN A N C E . 


T h e C ity F a th e rs A p p e a r to H ave M ade 
a G ran d M istake 
Los A ngeles, January 14th.—After the 
City Council fixed the tax levy for city ex­ 
penses last spring, they found they had 
m ade a 
m iscalculation, and 
that 
the 
am ount levied would not be sufficient by 
fi'ty thousand or more dollars. 
They ac­ 
cordingly m ade a raise of 20 per cent, on 
th e assessment of all property in the busi­ 
ness ceDter of the city. 
There was unanim ous objection to this 
by the owners of the property, and the 
Council sat as a Board of Equalization, and 
ciied the projestants to appear and show 
cause w hy the raise should not be made. 


A num ber came, but the Council stood by 
its action and denied their protests. 
W hen the tim e came to pay the taxes 
several taxpayers tendered the Collector 
cash for the am ount of tax, less the raise of 
20 percent., and demanded a receipt in'full, 
which 
was 
refused 
by Tax Collector 
Thompson. 
The citizens formed an association, and 
decided to m ake a test case. 
Louis Phil­ 
lips, one of the wealthiest citizens, began 
an injunction suit to enjoin the city from 
collecting the raise in 
the assessment. 
Judge W ade granted a tem porary injunc­ 
tion, and to-day tbe case is on trial to make 
the injunction perm anent. Citizens testi­ 
fied that they had had no notice to appear 
before the Board of Equalization. Others 
said they had notice, but at the time cited 
to appear there was no quorum , aud that 
the members that were present said tbe 
Council would grant no relief, as the city 
needed the money. 
All the testim ony introduced went to 
show that the raise was 
premeditated, 
and that the Council did not intend to 
grant relief to the prote3tants when called 
before the Board. 
If the injunction is granted, it will place 
the city in an embarrassing position, as it 
will liave a deficit for the present fiscal 
year of nearly $100,000. 


LOS ANGELES’ STREETS. 


H e r New C h a rte r Is N ot E x actly W hat 
She W anted. 
L'-» A n g e l e s , January 14th.—There is 
hardly a city of any size in the State of 
California but has trouble over street work, 
owing to the fact of the State law govern­ 
ing such improvem ents. 
This city has 
been in a questionable situation for some 
time from the fact of the conflict of the 
Vrooman Act with the new city charter. 
During the late flood private bridges and 
driveways over the gutters throughout the 
city turned the course of the water from 
the gutteis to tbe center of the street,w ash­ 
ing the latter badly and causing m any 
thousand dollars of damages. 
The Street Superintendent 
issued an 
order that all bridges m ust be taken up. 
The property owners did not comp!” , con­ 
sequently the street force are driving about 
the city tearing up all private driveways 
over gutters. 
Yesterday the City Council 
passed a resolution asking the Street Su­ 
perintendent to desist. 
The latter was 
seen to-day and says he will not comply, as 
the State law fixes his duties and makes 
him the sole judge of what obstructions to 
the street. 
Considerable feeling is aroused, and what 
action the Council will take rem ains to be 
seen. 


A P o licem an ’s W ife Suicides. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , January 18th.—Maude, 
the wife of policeman Charles Harris, com­ 
mitted suicide this evening by means of 
carbolic add. Several m onths ago Harris 
discovered his wife in a saloon in the com­ 
pany of men and women of low degree 
and left her. She then went to a saloon 
on Fulton street, near Baker, kept by Nel­ 
lie Sm ith, where she waited on customers, 
and while there she became despondent, 
because she could not be reconciled to her 
husband. This evening Mrs. Smith sent 
her to a drugstore to get medicine, and 
then she purchased 
the carbolic acid, 
which she subsequently drank. She was a 
native 
of 
California, aged twenty-four 
years.

MORMON ARGUMENTS. 


YYliy T liey O bject to th e P ro p o sed Id ah o 
C onstitution. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 14th.—The SeDate 
Committee on Territories this afternoon 
listened to the statem ents of the representa­ 
tives of the Mormon Church, declarative of 
the teachings of that Church, in support of 
their aigum ent that the constitution adopt­ 
ed by the people of Idaho for a npw State 
should not be accepted by Congress. 
Bisbop Budge, President of the Mormon 
Church in Idaho, said he always had been 
taught to obey the laws of the land, and in 
forty-two years’ experience with the Mor­ 
mons, he never knew any teaching to the 
contrary. The Mormons, he said, were 
taught to believe in the Divine inspiration 
of the Constitution of the United States, 
and thus believing, he said, the Mormons 
had a higher reverence for it than other 
citizens. 
The practice of polygamy is decreasing. 
On the subject of blood atonem ent. Budge 
said there was no such principle held or 
taught by the Mormon Church. 
Delegate Caine presented a declaration of 
officials of tbe Church sent out from Salt 
Lake City December 12, 1889, of the teach­ 
ings and doctrines of the Church. 
Governor Sharp, of Idaho, 3aid the ex­ 
penses of the Slate Government for Idaho 
will necessitate an increase in the tax rate 
from four m ills to five and three-quarter 
mills. 
Ex-Governor Stevenson said if the Mor­ 
mon Church does not teach publicly or pri­ 
vately the obligations of plural marriages, 
aa official declaration to that effect, from 
the Church authorities at Salt Lake, will 
settle the question of citizenship in Idaho 
under the proposed Constitution.

O bjectionable to Som e R epublican., and 
all th e D em o crats.

THE OFFICE OF THE BOSS. 


The disclosures made by the publication 
of the now celebrated Dudley letter, and 
the discussions of that letter, have thrown 
into clear relief both the opportunity and 
the use of a boss in politics. 
It may be re­ 
marked in passing, that Dudley at first 
denied the authorship of the letter, claim­ 
ing that it was a forgery, and brought suit 
against certain newspapers for the publica­ 
tion of the letter and the allegation that 
he was the author; but he has not, and 
will not, press those suits. 
The worst fea- 
ure of this whole case is that there are 
people to apologize for the contents of the 
letter, and among those is to be found the 
United States District Attorney for Indi­ 
ana, who says that the letter was honor­ 
able, and indicated only a patriotic interest 
in the election. 
The object of this writing, however, is 
not to discuss the letter, Mr. Dudley’s re­ 
lation to it, nor the subsequent action of 
the Administration in giving him an office, 
but as at first indicated, to call attention 
to some disclosures of political methods, as 
common in California as in Indiana. 
An 
individual of the corruptible element in 
Indiana is called a iloater, and political 
parties have maüe careful estimates of the 
volume of this floating vote. 
A floater is 
one who must be paid for his vote. They 
organize themselves into clubs of fifty or a 
bun Ired. In some instances, in closely con­ 
tested municipalities, a few of these clubs 
constitute the balance of power. They 
thus work up a high price for their votes. 
The boss’s man, who handles the money of 
a precinct, organizes these voters, and sees 
to it that they vote the Republican or the 
Democratic ticket, there being no differ­ 
ence whatever between the two parties in 
their disposition to use this corruptible ele­ 
ment. The estimated volume of this venal 
element, according to poll-book makers, 
varies from a minimum of twenty to a 
maximum of thirty thousand; striking an 
average between these two estimates, we 
have twenty-five thousand. Thus the use 
of a very large sum of money in politics 
in Indiana will make a difference of fifty 
thousand votes; that is to say, twenty-five 
thousand off from the Democratic and on 
to the Republican side of the contest 
opens a margin of fifty thousand, or vice 
versa, as the case may be. 
Any wealthy 
scoundrel, whose scheme of rapacity and 
plunder requires that he shall be elected 
Governor of a State, may put money enough 
into the hands of a boss to control this 
venal element, and thus the office of a boss 
is brought into clear relief. H e is one 
who has, through numerous lieutenants, 
made a business of ascertaining who con­ 
trol the veual element, how much it costs 
to handle and control it, and through 
whom this work may lie done. 
In the city of San Francisco this floater 
vote is 
estimated at 
seven thousand. 
Hence the control of that vote is equal to 
a margin of fourteen thousand, or very 
much more than the difference between 
the relative strength of the two parties. 
H ere in Sacramento, if the purchasable 
element equals five hundred, it would 
constitute the balance of power. Through 
the instrumentality of this unpatriotic, 
vicious and veual element, money can 
place itself in the control of the Govern­ 
ment, ar.d this means far more than the 
control merely of legislative enactments— 
it means eventual control of the Courts. 
A third-rate lawyer desires to be Superior 
Judge of a county, or a still lower grade of 
lawyer desires to occupy a seat on the 
Supreme Bench ; they will at once ally 
themselves with the money power in con­ 
trol, for the same power which can control 
t íe ballot-box can also control the caucus, 
the primary election, the convention, with 
each and every instrumentality in control 
of public opinion and in the direction of 
public affairs. 
Is it any wonder, then, that Brice, a cit­ 
izen of New York, finding a vacancy in 
the office of United States Senator for the 
State of Ohio, goes down to Columbus and 
purchases the unanimous nomination of 
the Democratic caucus? The members of 
the caucus are the creatures of the Demo­ 
cratic County Conventions, in the elections 
to which the floater vote was directed and 
controlled by money. Officers chosen in 
this way are themselves necessarily cor­ 
rupt and corruptible. Having in their 
hands the great dignified function of 
choosing a United States Senator who may j 
have a marked influence on the destiny of 
the nation, these venal scoundrels find it a ' 
favorable opportunity to sell it to the j 
highest bidder, and thus Mr. Brice became ' 
the choice of the legislative caucus, not­ 
withstanding he is not even a citizen of 
the State he aspires to represent. Nor is 
it true that he will misrepresent the State 


of Ohio. It may be true that he has cor- 
iupted the State by corrupting its Legisla­ 
ture ; it may be true that he has prosti­ 
tuted that great commonwealth ; and since 
there is no moral difference between those 
who buy and those who sell sin, Brice may 
be on an even, if not lower, plane of public 
morals than those he has corrupted; yet 
at the same time he is a fitting representa­ 
tive of such a people. If the Democratic 
portion of the Legislature of Ohio would 
otherwise have remained virtuous but for 
the temptation presented by Brice, it is in 
accordance with the eternal fitness of 
things that this 
prostitutor of virtue 
should marry the prostitute by becoming 
its representative in the L'nited States 
Senate for six years. If he found the 
morals of the Democratic caucus already 
corrupted, and simply had illicit com­ 
merce with it, he is simply a political 
male harlot, and his election to the Senate 
would make him the representative of po­ 
litical harlotry. 
Brice’s purchase of a seat in the United 
States Senate as the pretended representa- 
of Ohio, while hailing from New York, is 
simply a fruit of bossism. Bossism in its 
term is the product of money influence in 
politics, made possible by the existence of 
the floater. It may he uncomplimentaiy 
and even mournful to admit that the logic 
of the situation is that the Brice case is 
becoming simply a typical and representa­ 
tive incident in American politics. It is 
also worthy of note that all the condemna­ 
tion which the incident has called forth Is 
from the Republican side; not because the 
Republican Senators have not purchased 
seats in the United States Senate, and re­ 
duced sovereign States to rotten boroughs, 
but because there is a small element of de­ 
cency which may be estranged from the 
party by raising a hue and cry over the 
Democratic classification of this particular 
instance. 
In the United Slates Senate Brice will 
enjoy its honors, its emoluments, and be 
given all the consideration usually ac­ 
corded to a l'nited States Senator in Con­ 
gress. H e will stand on the floor, how 
ever, as a corruptionis*, and the whole na­ 
tion will know and recognize him as such 
Behind him as a corruptor of men stands 
the corrupted Legislature of Ohio, and be­ 
hind that Legislature stands a corrupted 
constituency, the corruptible element of 
which was manipulated and directed, and 
bought and sold by the money of ambitious 
wealth. 
The meek toleration of this con­ 
dition of things in this republic is one of 
the most alarming symptoms of the time, 
and the man who believes that popular 
liberty will long survive this rising tide of 
corruption has not mastered the most prim­ 
itive problems in the science of govern­ 
ment. 


HAPPY IOHE. 
N E W A D Y E R T IS E X E M ’S . 


T h e Citizens’ ticket for Freeholders to 
frame a new charter, which we print in 
another column, seems to meet with gen­ 
eral approval among the people of the city. 
On all sides it is declared to be much bet­ 
ter balanced than the one proposed by the 
Board of Trustees, and it will be elected 
without doubt. Since its first publication 
we have not heard a voice raised against 
it, while the list proposed by the Trustees 
was the subject of much adverse criticism. 
We shall take occasion later to point out 
some of the reasons why the grouping in 
the Citizen’s ticket is better than the one 
submitted by the Trustees.

This report was first heard three weeks 
ago, and the AmeluDg boys, John, W ill­ 
iam, Edward and Frank ever since have 
been determined to punish Painter for tell­ 
ing such stories. 
They called to their assistance their 
brother-in-law Otto Christ, H erm an and 
Luke Asmus, and yesterday they started 
out to find the offending Painter. A call 
was made at the house of Creed H all, but 
Painter had gone with Elder H unt to the 
house of Ralph Divins to visit Miss Amanda 
Divics, who had been confined to her bed 
for four m onths with dropsy. 
There he was found. Divins answered 
the kDock at the door, and was told that 
they bad come to arrest Painter. 
Divins 
begged them not to make a disturbance, as 
his daughter was sick. 
H unt asked them if they had a warrant. 
H erm an Asmus rushed by him into the 
house, revolver in hand, and leveling it at 
Painter, said that was w arrant enough for 
him . 
Mrs. Divins seized a shotgun, when Otto 
Asmus rushed in and attem pted to take it 
from her. Divins came to her assistance 
and there was a terrible struggle, during 
which two of the assailants seiz'd Painter, 
who defended him self desperately. 
He was struck over the head w ith a 
revolver, 
and 
knocked 
down 
w ith a 
Chair, when he grabbed a flat-iron with 
which he struck H erm an Asmas on the 
head. 
The men then ran out and began 
firing through the doors. 
Mrs. Divins, 
who had run into the 
kitchen, screamed, and Painter, picking np 
the shotgun, ran to her assistance.

T h e P riso n D irecto rs D ecide to A ccept a 
Site T h erefo r—P len ty o f G ood 
W a te r A ssu red . 


The San Francisco Call oí yesterday 
states that on Monday the State Prison Di­ 
rectors held an inform al session in the 
Palace Hotel and agreed to go in a body to 
lone on Saturday, accompanied by their 
engineer and several experienced 
agri­ 
culturists and fruit-growers, end inspect 
the tract of land offered them by the lone 
Coal and Iron Company, of which Stephen 
P. Gage is President and which is one of 
the collateral corporations of the Southern 
Pacific Company. 
Director Sonntag, who 
at the m eeting on Saturday expressed his 
intention of paying no further visits to 
lone, he having but last week exam ined 
this land, yielded to the requests ot his 
associates and agreed to accompany them . 
This tract is situated upon the Muletown 
range, on the turnpike between lone and 
Sacramento, one-half m ile north of lone, 
and on an average is 100 feet above the 
town level. 
W hile the Board will not form ally ac­ 
cept this property until its next regular 
meeting, there is no doubt of its beiDg the 
site selected. The price asked is below 
that asked by owners of surrounding prop­ 
erty, the company contracting to sell 200 
acres at $30 per acre, and donate 100 acres 
in addition to the State, while $20,009 was 
asked for 250 acres ju st across the road. 
The company, it is stated, were not com­ 
petitors for the site, but the Board after re­ 
ceiving the bids ot the others went after 
Mr. Gage and urged upon him the sale of 
this particular portion of the vast tract his 
company owns, at a price which would 
enable the Board to commence work upon 
the buildings at once without waiting for 
another appropriation, and after consid­ 
ering the m atter he made the offer stated 
above, by which the State has an option on 
300 acres of land for $0 000. 
Bernard Isaacs, who on Saturday offered 
to sell his water rights, yesterday signed a 
contract to that effect, by which he agrees 
to convey to the State the first, exclusive 
and perpetual right to 750 inches of water 
from Sutter creek, his two ditches, each 
about nine miles in length, together with 
the right of way in case they need enlarg­ 
ing at any time, the site of H enderson’s 
reservoir, twenty-seven acres in surface 
area and estimated by Colonel von Schmidt 
(the engineer of the Board) as having a 
capacity of 274,000,000 gallons, and to con­ 
struct a dam for the reservoir at a cost of 
$10,000 for $55,500. 
He further guarantees 
that the water supplied will develop 250 
horse-power throughout the year. 
This proposition, as well as that of Mr. 
Gage, will, beyond all doubt, be accepted, 
and will result iu the State securing 300 
acres of good land with sufficient water for 
domestic purposes, irrigation, power for 
the generating of electricity for lightiag, 
etc , at a total outlay of $01,500, leaving 
them a balance of $98,500 out of their ap­ 
propriation of $160,000, with which to com­ 
mence work at once. 
It is the intention of the Board to make 
the buildings of a substantial characler, 
with the m ain structures centrally located 
and with cottages scattered around. Tbere 
is a tine quarry of red sandstone six miles 
from lone, and this m aterial will be largely 
used. 
rejoicing at io n e. 
Ione, January 14th.—There is great re­ 
joicing here over the news of the selection 
of a site at this place for the Preston 
School of Industry.

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SCHOOL OF DESIGN. 


A w arding F ree Sch olarsh ip ,—An Oppor­ 
tun ity to A id W orthy A m bition. 
Some three weeks ago the late Bric-a- 
Brac Club in disorganizing gave to the 
Ladies’ Museum Association nearly $300, 
in trust for the endow nm entof free scholar­ 
ships in the Sacramento School of Design 
at the City Art Gallery. To th at sum the 
Ladies’ Museum Association added some­ 
thing over $200 for the same purpose. 
Notices were given that applicants for the 
scholarships should notify the Association 
by the lOih inst. 
A large num ber did so, 
and from the lists the Directory of the 
Association selected twelve nam es of those 
m ost likely to be benefited, and so situated as 
not able to secure the benefits ot the school 
w ithout aid. These were notified to appear 
at the E. B. Crocker Art Gallery yesterday, 
aDd hear the regulations adopted by which 
three are to be chosen from all, as bene­ 
ficiaries of the fund. 
8ix accepted the invitation nnder the 
agreement, if chosen, to go through a 
thorough course of study, probably for 
three year3, or even more. One of them , a 
resident of Piacerville, Miss W eatherwax, 
was at once entered as a pupil nnder the 
trust, her qualifications being know n, as she 
had once been a pupil of the school. The 
other five were notified to attend for a few 
weeks, all their expenses for m aterials being 
paid, m eanwhile, by the Ladies’ Associa­ 
tion. 
After they have been in the school 
two weeks, or perhaps three, two will be 
chosen as recipients of the scholarships, 
their tuition being guaranteed for three 
years, subject to good behavior and devel­ 
opm ent of ability. The three to be retired, 
will, if found to possess ability, be recom­ 
m ended as worthy to be recipients of the 
gift of scholarships from some other institu­ 
tion, or some person of means willing to 
contribute to this worthy educational work. 
It is to be hoped that some one will be 
m oved to put up $500 and secure to three 
the privileges of the school. The California 
M useum Association has made special and 
very advantageous term s for such endow­ 
m ents, and by which the sum nam ed may 
be m ade the meaos of educating in design­ 
ing three pupils for three and a third years, 
or two for five years, or one each year for 
ten years, or five for two years. The privi­ 
lege is given in this arrangem ent of substi­ 
tuting one for another in case of death, re­ 
m oval or incompetency. 
It w ill be a very regretful task for the 
Ladies’ Association to notify three of the 
five who entered yesterday that they m ust 
retire, but it will be done unless some 
great-hearted person, or a group of persons, 
comes forward and secures the three their 
chairs in the school. As no one now 
knows who of the contestants will remain, 
the names of the whole are withheld in 
common justice. 
It may not be generally 
know n that one prom inent citizen has for 
two years regularly paid the tuition for 
one scholar in the school, and that his 
pupil, whom he does not even know, has 
done his benevolence great honor, and is 
to-day earning a fair sum by designing in a 
county not far distant from this eity. 
Yesterday there arrived at the school 
from San Diego Miss Ida Frick, who has 
ability and is determ ined to win, and to 
that end chose the Sacramento School. To 
pay her tuition this young lady works cer­ 
tain hours of the day for the requisite sup­ 
port. 
It is of such m aterial as this that 
successful scholars are developed. There 
are pupils still in the school who, in order 
to enjoy the advantages, have worked ex­ 
tra hours and at niglit to m aintain them ­ 
selves for two years past, and in all cases 
such pupils have succeeded iu their desires. 
All these facis are gleaned from conversa­ 
tion with officers of the School of Design 
and the A rt Instructor. There m ight be 
added to them others equally interesting 
did space perm it. The school opened its 
fifth year on the first Monday in this 
m onth and with a gratifying attendance. 
T he Saturday class, established for the ben­ 
efit of school-teachers and pupils in the 
public schools, is not so large as it should 
be—it should, say the officers, have half a 
hundred pupils at the very least, w hen the 
advantages it ctiers are considered arid the 
num ber of scholars and teachers in the 
public schools is taken into account. 


COSTLY PROCRASTINATION. 


A Bridge Over th e M okelum ne T hat Can­ 
not he U tilized. 
The m atter of im proving the extension 
of the lower Stockton road, beyond F rank­ 
lin, leading to the new bridge across the 
M okelnmne river at Benson’s Ferry, is 
again being agitated by the residents in the 
southwestern end of the county. I t will be 
remembered that a couple of years Bince the 
Boards of Supervisors of Sacramento and 
San Joaquin counties jointly paid for the 
expense ot constructing the bridge, which 
was intended to “fill a long felt w ant" in 
that vicinity. 
The approach to the bridge from either 
side was, however, such that it could be 
traveled only in sum m er, and thus the 
bridge has been of but tittle utility to the 
people on both sides of the river. 
On the 
ban Joaquin side a movem ent has been 
started for the im provem ent ot the road 
from Stockton to the junction of the Wood- 
bridge and old Telegraph roads. 
Farm ers 
are offering to furnish teams, and business 
m en of Stockton, who want trade from the 
northern end of the county, promise to 
subscribe for a fund to be expended in the 
work. Supervisor Carson will direct the 
work, and cover the road with sand so deep 
that m ud will not be seen for m any years 
to ccme. The farmers are moving in the 
m atter, and say that the im provem ent wili 
be made. 
If the proposed im provem ent should be 
carried out, and the Sacramento side left 
w ithout a good roadway from the bridge to 
the high ground on this side, the result 
would be the diveision to Stockton or other 
San Joaquin towns a large trade that would 
naturally flow in this direction. 
Land­ 
owners in the vicinity of the bridge last 
sum m er form ally tendered the Supervisors 
of this couuty the right of way for a road 
across their land? from the lower Stockton 
road to the bridge, and the members of the 
Board seemed to be unanim ous in the de­ 
sire to aid in the construction of such a 
road. 
Now that the San Joaquin people are 
m oving in the m atter, it behoves Sacra­ 
m ento conntv to get in and do som ething 
toward actio'n the coming sum m er in the 
direction referred to. The people in that 
part of the couuty are ready to lend theii 
assistance in the m atter, and some definite 
m ovement should be made. 
As it is, the 
fine bridge is useless except for sum m er 
travel, and even then it is a d fficult mat 
ter to reach it from this side.

ON THE OREGON ROAD. 


Cause o f the D elay to Trains N ear Sisson 
on M onday. 
The accident to a railroad train near Sis­ 
son's—to which reference was made in our 
telegraphic colum ns yesterday—occurred 
as follows:

15 (the northbound express leaving this 
city on Sunday night) jum ped the track at 
a lum ber m ill switch, probably the result 
ot ice and snow on the track.

Governor W aterm an's lteasons for Corn- 
m atin g a Young Man’s Sentence* 
Governor 
W aterm an 
yesterday com­ 
m uted the sentence of John J. Kellen, con­ 
victed in H um boldt county in February, 
18S6, of m urder in the second degree, from 
twenty years to ten years. 
In so doing 
the Governor say s: 
“After a careful consideration of the 
statem ents presented in the case of this 
young m an, I find that new evidence has 
been brought to light which, had it been 
introduced during the trial, would not, in 
m y judgm ent, have justified the jury in 
bringing in a verdict tor more than m an­ 
slaughter. 
A petition lias been presented 
me, signed by the entire jury and a large 
num ber of citizens of H um boldt county, 
and I am also in receipt of personal letters 
from Hon. Frank McGowan, Judge J. P. 
Haynes, Judge C. G. Staff >rd. Sheriff T. 
M. Brown and others, praying that clem ­ 
ency be exercised in the young m an’s be­ 
half.” 


HARLOW FINED. 


B e P leads G uilty to H aving A ssaulted 
R eporter Sheehan. 
The case of W illiam P. Harlow, charged 
with battery upon John A. Sheehan, a Bee 
reporter, came up for hearing in the Police 
Court yesterday. 
Harlow pleaded guilty, 
however, and waived tim e for sentence. 
Judge Buckley asked for inform ation re­ 
garding the m atier. and in response Shee­ 
han took the witness-stand. 
He testified 
that he wa3 playing cards in a Fourth- 
street saloon on Monday night, when H ar­ 
low entered, and without a word of w arn­ 
ing struck him a vicious blow on the head. 
The witness stated further, that not deem­ 
ing himself a m atch for Harlow, he beat a 
hasty retreat. 
Other witnesses were about to be called 
when Harlow announced that he would ad­ 
m it all they would testify to. 
Judge Buckley then sentenced Harlow 
to pay a fine of $15, with the alternative of 
spending fifteen days in the county jail. 
Harlow paid the fine promptly. 


IT MUST BE PAID. 


So the Suprem e Court D ecrees R egard­ 
ing Mr. H um bert's Salary. 
Controller Dunn some tim e ago refused 
to audit the demand of P. A. H um bert for 
$200 as his m onthly salary as Commis­ 
sioner for Exam ining Rivers and Harbors, 
on the ground that no provision had been 
m ade in the appropriation bill for the pay­ 
m ent of such salary. The m atter was 
taken to the Supreme Court, and on Satur­ 
day last that tribunal issued a writ of m an­ 
date directed to the Controller requiring 
him to either pay the salary or appear be­ 
fore the Court on the 25th instant and 
show cause why he should not do so. 
The Exam ining Commission of Rivers 
and Harbors was created by the last Leg­ 
islature, and the Act provides that it shall 
consist of three members, each of whom is 
to receive a salary of $2,400 per year.

T he D ennery Cases. 
In the case of Dennery vs. the Superior 
Court of Sacramento, which was before the 
Supreme Court on Monday on application 
for a writ of prohibition, argum ents were 
made by Johnson & Johnson for petitioner 
and Friedenrich A H inkson for respond­ 
ents. It was ordered that petitioner be al­ 
lowed ten days within which to file brief, 
respondent ten days to reply, and the cause 
to be thereon subm itted. 
In the m atter of the application for a 
writ of supersedias, it was ordered that the 
cause be subm itted upon argum ent and 
briefs in cause 13,635—Dennery vs. Supreme 
Court. 


Suing th e G overnm ent. 
Postel & Schnerr, of this city, have 
brought suit against the G overnm ent for 
the return of a certain am ount of money 
alleged to have been collected from them 
by the customs authorities on some herbs 
imported from France, which they say is in 
excess of the am ount demanded by law. 
The customs officers held that the com­ 
pound came under the head of “medicinal 
preparations,” and charged 
accordingly, 
while the plaintiffs allege that it should be 
classed as “ bitters,” upon which the duty 
is 50 per cent. less than on medicinal goods. 


It W hs F ixed Up. 
Some sort of difficulty occurred at Fol­ 
som on Monday night, which resulted in a 
call for the District Attorney. A. J. Bruner 
started for the future foothill metropolis 
yesterday morning, but was recalled by a 
telegram stating th at everything had been 
settled and he was not warned. It is said 
that Simon Cohn, a well-known business 
m an of that town, at first felt that an as­ 
sault to m urder him had been committed. 


P revalen t Disease»» During Septem ber— 
State Doard o f H ealth R eport. 
From the report of Gerard G. Tyrrell, 
Secretary of the State Board of H ealth, for 
the m onth of December, the following facts 
are gleaned: 
M ortality reports received from ninety- 
four localities, containing an estimated pop­ 
ulation of 781,900, give the num ber of 
deaths as 963, a percentage of I 23 per thou­ 
sand in the m onth, or an annual mortality 
at the rate of 14 70. which is a alightly in­ 
creased rate over the previous m onth, but 
sufficiently low to indicate how favorable 
the condition of the public health was dur­ 
ing December, as Dr. Billings, in his work 
for the tenth census, estimates the annual 
death rate for the whole country to be 18 
in 1,000, and this nnder the most favorable 
conditions. 
The m ortality from cconsumption in­ 
creased during the m onth to 171. 
Pneum onia also increased its m ortality 
to 81 deaths, 45 of which occurred in San 
Francisco. 
Bronchitis caused 3S deaths, which is an 
increase over the previous m onth. 
D iphtheria and croup, collectively, caused 
35 deaths, the same num ber as in Novem­ 
ber. Eighteen of these occurred in San 
Francisco. 
Reports received from 100 localities indi­ 
cate an absence of serious epidemic disease 
within the State. 
The extrem e m oisture 
and cold which prevailed during the m onth 
increased in a m arked m anner the fre­ 
quency of all affections of the respiratory 
organs, with a corresponding fatality from 
consumption, pneumonia and bronchitis. 
Measles was observed in Colfax, W illiams, 
Angel’s Camp, Pleasanton, Sausalito and 
Dixon. In the latter town it m ay be said 
to be epidemic. 
D iphtheria and croup were quite fre­ 
quently reported. 
The cases were all 
sporadic, and in nearly every instance con­ 
fined to their place of origin. The con­ 
tagious nature of the disease is very gener­ 
ally acknowledged, hence more care is 
taken to prevent its spread, and as a conse­ 
quence we have no epidemic reported. 
Typhoid 
fever 
was 
quite prevalent 
throughout the State. 
The severe rainfall has m aterially les­ 
sened the frequency of rem ittent and inter­ 
m ittent fevers, those prevailing now being 
very mild in character, and chiefly occur­ 
ring in those persons subject to m alarial 
attacks. 
Influenza was quite prevalent through­ 
out the State, although not having as yet 
attained the severity which characterizes 
the disease as reported from Europe and 
the Eastern States. 
It is undoubtedly the 
same disease, and will become epidemic, 
although the type may be m ilder. No 
deaths from it have yet been reported, but 
m any of our correspondents agree upon 
the fact that the disease is characterized by 
that extrem e debility which is likely to 
prove fatal to the debilitated, or those suf­ 
fering from previous sickness, or in the 
very aged.

Chicaso, January 14th.—Judge McCon­ 
nell this afternoon "granted the motion of 
John Kunze for a new trial in the Cronin 
case, but denied the appiicatiou es to the 
prineioal defendants, Martin Burke, Daniel 
Coughlau and Patrick O'Sullivan. 
Judge McConnell in his decision said in 
part: ’’I think it would be re ere pretense 
lor me to take more liuie to deliberate on 
this matter. 
I would not arrive at any dif­ 
ferent conclusion in several days than I 
have now . 
It has weighed upon my mind 
during the trial that the defendants should 
have a fair trial. Since its conclusion it 
has weighed upon my mind whether they 
had a fair trial, whether the jury had 
reached such a conclusion that within the 
limits a Judge has 
right 
to question 
whether the verdict was a just one. 
"Judge Wing suggested that the defend­ 
ants were prejudiced by not having been 
granted a separate trial, yet the trial dis­ 
proves this,because the theory generally ac­ 
cepted bv the put)lie and urgul by the 
State that a conspiracy was formed in 
Camp 20 was not accepted by the jury, as 
shown by the acquittal of Beggs. 
As to 
the jury, of course it is more satisfactory 
to the trial Judge to have a jury of men 
absolutely without opinion as to the merits 
of the case, and this coarse was followed 
in securing the first four jurors, but was 
dropped when it beGame evident it would 
be impossible to obtain such a jury in the 
county. 
The impression 
of the 
trial 
Judge as to the‘Character of a juror from 
his whole examination would be taken by 
a higher Court as the judgment of a jury 
from the manner in which the question 
was approached. 
I am convinced if any 
one watched the manner of tne trial Judge 
during this trial, tlrcy would have been 
cerlain the Court was determined to have a 
fair jury. 
As to the evidence, the Judge is 
not called upon to say whether or not the 
jury would have to come to some conclu­ 
sion. 
“As to one of these defendants. I am 
convinoed that the evidence is insufficient. 
The first evidence against John Kunze is 
that of James, who saw hint in a window 
across the street, and never saw him again 
until in Court. 
I do not think his identi­ 
fication is reliable. 
I also discredit the 
identification 
of 
Wiliiam 
Mertes. who 
claimed to have seen Kunze one evening. 
Nemann, a saloon-keeper, did not identify 
Kunze positively. This murder sprang out 
of Irish politics, some way, it is not neces­ 
sary to even conjecture how. but there is no 
- motive for Kunze to have taken part in the 
crime, even if Mertes and James were to 
be believed, and Netnaun had been more 
positive. 
There is no difficulty in recon­ 
ciling these facts with his innocence. I 
mean to say he might have been in the 
Clark-street flat and all other places and 
still have been innocent. 
I believe the 
verdict of the jury was not only unwar­ 
ranted by the evidence but was an absurd­ 
ity. 
As to the other-defendants I overrule 
the motion for a new trial.’’ 
Little Kunze was on his feet in an in­ 
stant, blurting out in his broken English, 
" Thank you, your Honor. I am very much 
obliged for your kindness.’’ 
“You aré not indebted to me for any 
kindness,” said the Conrt. 
'Is there any motion for arrest of judg­ 
ment?" asked the Court. 
Mr. Forrest said he knew of no ground 
for the motion, but made it to have it on 
record. 
The Court overruled it, and asked if the 
prisoners had anything to say. There was 
a moment of suspense, and then Dan 
Couehlin arose and said in firm tones: 
“Your Hc-nor, I am innocent. I was con­ 
victed by perjurers.” ■ O'Sullivan’s voice 
trembled slightly as he said: “I have not 
much to say. 
I protest my innocence be­ 
fore God and man. and the time is not far 
distaDt when it will be shown. I was con­ 
victed by a prejudiced jury aud prejudiced 
evidence. 1 do not ask for mercy; I ask 
for justice. I have not had justice.” 
Burke-stopped chewing gum long enough 
to say: "I am inuocent. I alwavs knew 
that in England they allowed perjurers to 
go on thes'and and convict innocent men. 
but I never knew it was done in America.” 
A moment's silence followed, and then 
the Court said : 
"Will the prisoners rise?” 
The three 
men arose again, and the Court imposed 
their sentence in the following words: 
“Following and conforming to ihe verdict 
of the jurv. the judgment of the Court is 
that vou 'be taken to the penitentiary at 
Joliet and there be confined for the term 
of your natural lives " 
Coughlin and Burke heard the words 
without change of countenance,but O'Sulli 
van’s lips quivered and his face had a worn 
and pinched expression.

The defense was granted sixty days to file 
a bill of exceptions. It was announced 
that law vers Forrest, Dekonoe and Wing 
had'been retained to take the case to the 
Supreme Court in the March term. 
Forrest asked the usual 3tay ot execution 
until the supersedias could be secured. 
The -State’s attorney 
protested vigor- 
ousl.7^demanding that the prisoners be sent 
at once to Joliet. 
Judge McConnell

The State's attorney opposed the motion
